About Retailers-the Growing Mass 


and the Dwindling Glass 


Goods which are well advertised 
nationally by the manufacturer are 
hirgHy sold tn Hie public l«efore they 
ever reach the retailer. 


Goods which arc not advertised 


hy the producer must he sold by 
the retailer. 


In the one case, the manufacturer 


has done a groat part of the job; 
in the other he has left it all for 
the dealer to do. 


For many articles, national ad- 


vertising creates an actual demand, 
MO that all the dealer need do is to 
say "You can buy it here." In 
other lines, the advertising identi- 
fies the product in the possib}^ 
buyer's mind, arouses his interest 
in it and establishes bis confidence 
in the maker, upon which the deal- 
er run rash in hy his own wllinir 
•fforts. 


But with unadvertised goods, the 


retailer must start from scratch. 


Ketailers who favor nationally 


advertised lines believe in (telling 
what the public want*. They are fl 
growing mass. 


Retailers who favftrnnadvertiscd 


lines believe in wiling what they 
want the public to buy. They are a 
dwindling class. " 


The ranks of these latter retail- 


ers are rapidly growing smaller 
hecaiw most of Ibetn are reaming 
that public cootMrtxr to the basis 
of «ne<**tful wiling; that quick 
turnover is m shorter and unrer 
road to profit than long dfeeoonte 
on alow-immng, dnrt gathering 
foods: that even those customer* 
who •Pptar tn swallow thnr scll- 
ing talk on nnadvertised meitaan- 


disc have a discouraging way of 
not coming back for more. 


Just the other day a paint and 


varnish dealer in California wrote 
to a manufacturer in the Middle 
West whose name is known through 
national advertising wherever var- 
nish is used. "We are discontinu- 
ing our other lines and hereafter 
will center our efforts upon (men- 
tioning the name of the maker's 
product) because the demand is 
for it" 


About the same time a printer 


in a Northern Ohio city was telling 
his paper jobber that thereafter he 
upended to standardize on a cer- 
tain nationally advertised make of 
bond paper "because "everybody 
knows it, and it is so easy to Sell." 


And a druggist who carries pack- 


aged chocolates ctiated that he 
stocked only the nationally known 
makes, with the exception of one 
make well known locally, because 
all he bad to do was hand oat what 
the customer asked for and take 
the money. 


Ten yeans ago—yes, even five— 


the Manufacturer's salesman who 
went around to the trade and talk- 
ed about bia firm's national adver- 
tising was Kkdy to be met with th«- 
statement that it would be a lot 
better if hit concern took the awney 
it waa putting into advertiaipg anH 
ti.«ed it to enlarge dJMountn to tb* 
trade.
